Built On The Clyde 84 Years Ago,

Melbourne, Australia, is the port 
of registry for the oldest steamer 
in the British Empire—the Edina, 
171 feet long and 26 feet six inches 
wide, staunthly built of Lowmoor 
iron by Barclay, Curle, & Co. on the 
Clyde 84 years ago.

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More Mental Cases 


Overcrowding In Mental Hospitals ta 
Western Canada 

Increases in the number of patients 
in mental institutions in Canada are 
dealt with in & report released by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
The report, although covering only 
the perfod up to December 31, 1936, 
presents the latest figures available. 

At the end of 1936 there wére 39,- 
833 patients resident in the 57 mental 
institutions, 3,247 were on pardle or 
otherwise absent, making a total of 
43,080. 

Comparing the figures with those 
of 1935, the report finds “the total 
patients under care in mental] ‘ifsti- 
tutions increased 2,592 during the 
year. This increase is due primarily 
to the constant annual excess of ad- 
missions over discharges and deaths. 

“This continued increase in the 
population of mental institutions 
without a corresponding increase in 
the bed capacity of hospitals presents 
@ serious problem as urgent new 
cases must be admitted in spite of 
the over-crowding that exists in a 
large number of mental hospitals. 

“Overcrowding is very much in 
evidence in the mental institutions 
of the western provinces as we find 
an average of 115.8 patients per 100 
beds in Alberta, 117.4 in Manitoba, 
120.5 in Saskatchewan and 133 in 
British Columbia, 

The continued increase in the num- 
ber- of patients under care, the re- 
port states, “should not be con- 
strued as a real increase in the in- 
cidence of mental disorders among 
the general population. Increase in 
the number of patients in any given 
year is.not related to the birth rate 
in that year but to the birth rate of 
a period at least a generation earlier. 
Mental disorders are, in the main, 
disorders of adult life, the average of 
insane first admissions in 1936 being 
43 years. 

“The increase in the mental popu- 
lation may be further explained by 
the fact that among those who take 
an active interest in the care and 
treatment of persons suffering from 
mental sickness there is an increas- 
ing demand for early treatment of 
mental diseases. 

Air Raid Horrors 
Terrible Destruction Which Modern 
War Implies 

‘The endless variety of horror with 
which man threatens man by his uni- 
versal preparation for war was hint- 
ed at in a London despatch in the 
Sun, describing the measures which 
would be taken at the London Zoo 
in the évent of an air raid. Danger- 
ous beasts would be shot if released 
by an explosion. Venomous serpents 
would be killed immediately on the 
sounding of the air alarm unless they 
were rare specimens, in which case 
they would be stored in metal boxes 
in the cellars of the zoo. 

Such minutiae as this suggest the 
all-pervading character of the de- 
struction of civilization which mod- 
ern war implies. The years of labor 
and exploration which result in a 
modern zoo go for nothing because a 
dictator wants to bomb a great city. 

The complex routine of modern life 
is smashed from the skies. What be- 
comes of the patient in the operat- 
ing room of a hospital when the 
enemy's bomb hits the power plant 
and darkens the city? The water 
system is hit and the careful, scien- 
tifie purification of the supply goes 
for nothing, threatening a whole pop- 
ulation with the disease and death 
which science had found a way of 
preventing. AH this is a matter of 
indifference to the war makers.

Practical Loyalty 


South Africa Doing Good Werk For 
Empire Defence 

Sometimes it is said that the 
Union (of South Africa) is reluctant 
to take part in a mythical scheme 
for the common defence of the Em- 
pire. Actually, says the Rand Daily 
Mail, Johannesburg, by assuming re- 
sponsibility for the land defences of 
Simonstown, this country is making 
an infinitely larger contribution to 
the maintenance of the British Navy 
than the old grant of £85,000 a year. 
The British Government has itself 
admitted, in fact, that it would not 
surrender what the Union is doing at 
SimonstoWn for half a million a 
year; while & great naval authority 
has said of the new harbor scheme 
at Capetown that “the Dominion of 
South Africa could make no better 
contribution to the strength of the 
Empire.”
